I presume you all are familiar, for it must 
be a topic sweet and precious to all chil- 
dren of the South which has produced 
this, the grandest figure in our national 
history. His early years were passed in 
sports and pleasures peculiar to the sons 
of planters of his day. His education was 
not entirely neglected but beyond reading, 
writing and arithmetic, his youthful at- 
taiments were small. But he wrote a fair, 
neat, legible band, and kept accounts with 
accuracy. Through his half brother 
Lawrence, George l>ecame Intimate with 
the best families of Virginia. His as- 
sociates were gentlemen of position, with 
whom he hunted and feasted and with 
whoso sisters he danced, it is said, with 
uncommon grace, 

In personal appearance Washington was 
richly endowed by nature in all physical 
attributes I le was tall, well over six feet 
in height, large, powerfully built, and of 
unusual muscular strength. He had a tine 
head, a strong face, with blue eyes set far 
apart in deep orbits, and beneath, a large 

thick nose, a squat e jaw and tirm-set 
mouth, which was his strong feature, his 
lips being always tightly compressed. His 
hair was chestnut brown, his cheeks were 
prominent, .but his head WSS not large in 
contrast to every other part of his body, 
which seemed large and bony. His boots 
were enormous, and his hands were so 
large that he had to have gloves specially 
made for his use. While he was not what 
might be called a handsome man, the 
urbanity and intelligence of his counten- 
ance and the ease and dignity of his man- 
tlets made him a striking figure, especially 
when in military dress. If we are to ac- 
cept contemporary testimony, few men 
have ever lived who bad the power to im- 
press upon those who looked on him as 
profoundly as Washington. Every one 
who met him told of the commanding pre- 
sence and noble person, and the calm, 
simple and stately manners. 

Temperate in his habits and sound in 
his morals, yet he was quick and im- 
petuous in temper. His was a Strong 
nature and one not without faults, for he 
was human. He was a man of the strong- 
est passions in every way, but he dominat- 
ed them; they never ruled him. How fai- 
lle gave way to them in his youth no one 
knows, but as a man he had them in full 
control. He had a fierce temper, and at 
limes would burst into a tempest of rage. 
When he did he would use strong lan- 
Well-intentioned people have said 
he never swore. He was anything but a 
profane man, but the evidence is bevoud 
question that when deeply angered he 
would use very expressive language. 

His most markM peculiarities were good 
sense and the faculty of seeing things as 
they are without exaggeration. He does 
not seem to have been brilliant in con 
versation. although he had a keen relish 
for the charms ot society, or that he was 
in any sense learned or original. He had 
not the qualities to shine as an orator, or a 
literary man; neither in any of 
the leai nod professtona would he have 
sunk below medii mg industrious, 

clear-heeded, sagacious md able to avail 
himself of the labors of others. As his 
letters show, he became a thoroughly well 
informed man. In surveying, farming, 
stock raising, and militai | he was 

fully at homo. He never claimed to be a 
genius and was always modest and unas- 
suming, with all his self-respect and na- 
tural dignity, lie was intensely reserved 
and very silent, and these are the qualities 
which gave him the reputation of being 
distant and unsympathetic. In truth, he 
had not only warm affections and a gener- 

irt, but there was a strong vein of 
sentiment in his composition. To any one

It is the same spirit that guides him un- 
erringly through the critical period of 
American history which lies between the 
success of the Revolution aud the 
lishmerjt of the nation, enabling him to 
avoid the pitfalls of sectional and | 
strife, and to use his great influence with 
the people in leading them out of the con- 
fusion of a weak confederacy into the 
strength of an indissoluble union ot sove- 
reign stales. Once more ho sets aside his 
personal preference for a quiet country 
life, and risks his already secure popular- 
ity, together with his reputation fo 

■latency, bj obeying the voice which calls 
him to be a candidate for the Presidency.

A diagrrm of the Dipper in Ursa

"Here is another piece of infor- 
mation that may be valuable, and 
that is how to make an inexpensive, 
but entirely reliable filter. For this 
purpose one had better take a stone 
jar, though for that matter most 
any receptacle will do. A hole suf- 
ficiently large for the stream of 
water one desires to enter the filter 
should be bored in the bottom and 
after this is accomplished the 
receptacle must he filled, first with 
a layer of sand several inches deep, 
then a layer of bits of sponge, and 
00 this, to a level even with the top 
of the jar, plenty of small gravel or 
pebbles. 

" When the receptacle has been 
so filled, a piece of wire screen is to 
be fastened over the top, made 
secure with bands of wire. The 
home made filler must then be in- 
verted over another receptacle 
into which the filtered water is to 
drop, the little orifice attached to 
the hydrant by means of a small
